W ater seeped through walls, bubbled up from laundry 
tub and floor drains, cascaded down stairways and poured 
through windows and window wells Friday night in Ar­ 
lington H eights’ worst flooding in recollection. 
Merchants and householders were still reckoning their 
losses early this week. Damage was sure to mount into 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, with basements in 
every corner of the village 
receiving from inches to 8 
and 9 feet of slimy water.

D ollar-w ise, the most dam age 
probably occurred on Campbell 
st. in the downtown business 
district. Vern H agenbring e s­ 
tim ated the value of dam age at 
his dry goods firm at $4,000 or 
morj?, much of it to toys and 
goods put aw ay for the C hrist­ 
mas trade. Cleanup crews also 
toiled through the weekend at 
the A & P superm arket across 
the street.

w ater to a high degree,” Luehr­ 
ing said. 
The 
superintendent 
advised 
that residents who obtain water 
from shallow wells check the 
purity of their supply. The vil­ 
lage water supply was never in 
danger 
of 
contam ination, 
he 
pointed out, because wells reach 
to a depth of 1250 feet, far be­ 
low the strata receiving see­ 
pages of surface water.

Corn Illustrates 


Modern Farming 


Corn production prospects for 
this year served 
to 
emphasize 
the efficiency of modern farming. 
In a very adverse planting sea­ 
son on one of the smallest acre­ 
ages in years, the 
corn 
crop 
should come to about an average 
3 billion bushel crop. The acres 
to be harvested will probably be 
not much over 70 million acres. 
This contrasts sharply with the 
IOO million acres of pre-hybrid 
corn days when production sel­ 
dom reached the 3 billion bushel 
m ark. 
OPERATING IN this more ef­ 
ficient production are increased 
mechanization, 
heavier use 
of 
commercial fertilizer, more use 
of chemical weed controls and 
heavier planting of improved hy­ 
brids. 
DeKalb crop reporters indicate 
that corn planting continued in 
most Corn Belt states up until 
July IO—probably the latest date 
in history. 
Much of this was re­ 
planting of flooded 
areas, 
but 
part of it represented first plant­ 
ings of fields kept continually wet 
since May 
I. 
F arm ers 
were 
searching for the very earliest 
hybrids—the 
so-called 
"ninety 
day" varieties in the hope of get­ 
ting fcome return from drowned 
out areas. 
, 
THERE ARE a few favorable 
factors to compensate for the risk 
of late planting. Hot w eather and 
plentiful 
moisture 
bring 
late 
planted corn up 
rapidly. 
The 
early varieties accustomed to the 
long days of earlier sum m er of 
the far north, m ature more rap­ 
idly in the shorter days of late 
sum m er and of locality further 
south. 
One Nebraska test indi­ 
cated corn m ay m ature as much 
as 13 days earlier when moved a 
few hundred miles south. 


Soybeans and sorghum, 2 of 
this country’s newer crops, both 
promise to reach record highs in 
production this year. 
Soybeans 
are planted in pretty much the 
sam e areas as corn. 
In central Illinois, for example, 
thousands of farm ers grow little 
else. 
A reduced com acreage 
naturally goes into soybeans. A 
late planting season also favors 
beans because of their rather rap­ 
id m aturity. 
This y e a r’s soybean 
crop is expected to reach the 
1 2 
billion bushel m ark for the first 
time.

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UT HERE on the coast the Los Angeles newspapers have 
2 topics which seem to be their favorites. Both may seem 
unusually important in this area but a lot of that feeling is due to 
t)ie excessive publicity that both have received by the sports press. 
We refer to the coming of big league baseball to California and the 
breakup of the Pacific Coast Conference. 
Big League baseball is pretty sure to come to California even­ 
tually. 
W hether the Dodgers will really come to LA next year 
and the Giants to San Francisco is questionable but possible. 
An LA radio station carries a daily broadcast of the Dodger 
games indicating the interest of the fans out here plus the desire 
of the big league magnates to develop a following of fans in 
'advance of the move, if it should come. 
The Los Angeles and 
Hollywood baseball teams of the Pacific Coast league are below 
par this year and not drawing well. Both would go out of exist­ 
ence if the Dodgers come to LA. 


It seems to us that in the near future there will either be 3 
major leagues or the American and National will be expanded to 
10-team circuits. The IO-team idea seems to us the best. If the 
Dodgers and Giants leave New’ York for LA and San Francisco, 
it would seem to us logical to add 2 more cities to each league such 
as Minneapolis, Seattle. Denver, and Dallas and move Washington, 
the weak sister of the American League, to Miami. 
Of ail these 
cities Minneapolis-St. Paul would be one of the finest fan drawing 
areas in the country with possibilities of exceeding Milwaukee 
which has turned out to be the best in the National League.

NE OF THE REASONS why major league ball will 
expand to more franchises in the present leagues or more 
circuits, is the upsurge of interest in baseball in recent years in 
colleges and high schools and particularly the summer program of 
Little League, Pony League. Babe Ruth League, and American 
Legion Junior baseball which has hit the entire nation. 


It takes longer to b«*ome a skilled performer in baseball than 
in any of the other team sports. 
Most players who reach the 
major leagues played ball from the time they were big enough to 
swing a bat. 


The Little League program, providing opportunities for the best 
talent to keep on playing all the way up through high school and 
college, is sure to develop more talent for professional baseball. 
Of course you cannot get away from the fact that it takes a 
lot of natural ability to be a great baseball player, particularly a 
hitter. 
The point we are making is that many boys with the ability 
have never gone into baseball at all or,Mf so, too late to make a 
success professionally. 
Little League and the leagues above it 
through high school age will discover the talent and encourage its 
development.

,F COURSE, we would be the Ipst to encourage dads to 
set a goal of making their sons into professional base­ 
ball players. 
There is too much pressure, if anything, at the Little 
league age to attach great importance to the winning of games 
and other aspects of competition at a time when boys should become 
interested in baseball because it is fun and recreation. It is a good 
age 
for teaching skills and enjoying 
the game but the Little 
leaguer is not yet ready emotionally to make the winning of games 
the life and death m atter that some adult promoters and parents 
would have it. Another of the real handicaps in the Little League 
System is the lack of enough coaches, who really know baseball 
skills and how to teach them. Instead, the program becomes pretty 
much the organizing of teams and playing games. This helps but 
it is not enough. 


Grade schools should be a partner in the program and pro­ 
vide the coaching of .skills in the spring prior to the opening of 
the Little League summer sehedule with grade school coaches 
continuing on in the summer to help with the program. 


This is pretty much the way the high schools do with the 
American Legion program. 
It is much more important at the 
elementary school level. 
We wonder if anything of this kind is 
being done in the area served by Paddock Publications. We would 
appreciate being informed.

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EITIN G BACK to the m atter of the Pacific Coast Con­ 
ference, which probably is of little interest to mid­ 
westerners except its implications for the playing of the Rose Bowl 
game, we would say that the league is on its way to reorganization. 
Southern California has announced that after this coming season 
they will not follow the round robin plan which forces all teams 
to meet all others. 


The big California schools with stadiums like the LA Coliseum 
venting I OO,(Mid do not wish to play Idaho, W ashington State 
and the 2 Oregon schools with their small following and small 
stadiums. 


California. Southern California, and UCLA have been penalized 
by the conference for their recruiting and athletic scholarship 
practices but they still want to play big time football and are pretty 
certain to break away and play intersectional games for half their 
schedule with schools in other sections of the country. 
The California teams have been playing Big Ten schools on a 
limited basis. Outside the Big Ten there are 12 institutions which 
have spectator accommodations to seat 60.000 or more fans including 
Tula ne 80.000; Miami 76.000; SMU and TCU 75,000; Pennsylvania 
74.000; Houston, Rice and Yale 70,000; Louisiana State 68,000; and 
Oklahoma, Pittsburgh, and Texas 60.000. 
Washington, Tennessee, 
North Carolina, Nebraska. Georgia, Georgia Tech, Florida. Duke, 
Colorado, and Baylor can handle more than 40,000 and of course 
Army and Navy can play in Baltimore or New York with vast 
seating arrangements to make a total of 24 possibilities of teams 
which would consider home and home schedules with the Southern 
Cal and UCLA and their 100.000-seat Coliseum.

The facts About Sidewalks 


There seems to he some m isunderstanding in 
Arlington 
Heights regarding the hoard of trustees policy on sidewalks. 
These are the facts: 


I. The action initiated hy the previous hoard to install 
sidewalks near schools is concurred in by the present hoard of 
trustees. 


2. There is no reason why every home in our village should 
}ia\e a sidewalk. Safety aud security are the basic tests as to 
where need exists. 
N 


ti. The hoard s oniy interest is in immediate school areas, 
whelp obviously automobile traffic should he separated from 
school children as recommended by the National Safety Council. 


4. Ihe traffic hazard varies in each school area. At Miner 
school, many children must use Kensington rd. where traffic is 
of I en heavy. (One child has already been injured on this road). 
But in all school areas, the hazard is serious enough to make 
sidewalks advisable adjacent to the school. 


5. How tai from the school site sidewalks should he installed 
depends on the traffic flow peculiar to that school. But in general, 
this will mean about a 2 block area around the school. 


6. I poph* who do not consider the traffic hazard as serious 
eve rook the lapid growth of our school population, with the ele­ 
mentary school enrollment increase from 630 in 1947 to 3200 cur­ 
rently, and 4100 estimated for 1959. 


.. Ihe board of trustees is currently considering the south 
side area foi a first move on sidewalks since 3 schools are in­ 
volved. Most houses near these schools already have sidewalks, 
and a study by the hoard s street committee indicates that if 
only 60 pieces of property in the area added sidewalks, side- 
routes would he available tor any child attending any one 
of these 3 schools (Park, Our Lady of the Wayside, and the 
junior high.) 


6. Accordingly, these 60 property owners have been request­ 
ed to cooperate by using a private contractor of their choice to 
put in their sidewalk rather than have the village do it. 


9. The board, of course, has the legal right to cause these 
sidewalks to he put in as a m atter of public safety. If the Various 
property owners concerned do not willingly cooperate, the hoard 
m ay he forced to take such action. 


JO. However, since this is an urgent m atter of safety for 
school children which most of our citizens strongly favor, it is 
believed that the property owners concerned will fully cooperate.

The gambling interests had no trouble in get­ 
ting the majority of both houses of the state legis­ 
lature to vote for them in the iast 
session 
at 
Springfield. 


Their jai alai hill went through the legisla­ 
ture quietly a* if it knew its way around, kind 
of like it was among friends. 
Reports are that 
there was a little side money, but this m at­ 
ter is being quickly hushed up. 


The Governor who has an advisory com m it­ 
tee acted surprised that the gambling bill got to 
his desk. 
He immediately vetoed it after it began 
to accum ulate the arom a of another Hodge af­ 
fair. 
That kind of publicity obviously won t do 
the Republican party any good. 
In this ease 
though you would not be able to draw any party 
line. Both are in it neck deep. 


What makes this chronicle even sadder is 
to recall that just a few w eek’s ago heaven amt 
earth were moved at Springfield to prevent an 
extra jenny additional money for schools which 
sorely need this money. 


We heard all kinds of grave and facile argu­ 
ments motivated by high sounding purpose to sus­ 
tain integrity of g overnm ent and the solvency of 
state finances. Yes. indeed, these arguments pre­ 
vailed and the school kids w ere left to forage as 
hest hey could. 


Yet, a chieftain of a gambling clique wants 
a bill that will be of benefit to whom? 
Why to 
gam blers of course. 
And what do our represen­ 
tatives at Springfield do? 
They bow' down in 
quiet obeisance. 
They gave 
an 
unobtrusive 
“ yes” to the gam blers and a raucous “ no” to 
the school kids. 


Only the courage and sense of public duty 
by our public organs of communication working 
out of Springfield prevented this ba rebold con­ 
spiracy against the people of the state of Illi­ 
nois from becoming a reality. 


Only the constitutional doctrine that sustains 
free speech and a free press can protect the pub­ 
lic from those who either by design or negligence 


would turn government to selfish 
and 
corrupt 
purposes. 


We would like to hear the explanation from 
each senator and representative at Springfield 
who voted yes on jai alai and no on school aid 
how fas conscience was telling him or her he was 
working in the public interest. 
Each has pledged 
himself to serve faithfully. 


The common problems that face us today 
in Illinois are too demanding, too exacting on 
all, for us to have to put u p ‘with the kind of 
irresponsibility we 
have 
just 
witnessed 
at 
Springfield. 
The people of Illinois wil have to 
wake up. 


Citizens of Illinois should not have to look 
toward Springfield with alarm every time the 
legislature is in session with Jhe thought “ Wonder 
what they’re up to” and sigh with relief when the 
boys are sent home. 


This legislature has left in the minds of the 
people of this state a spirit of suspicion and dis­ 
trust. 


This is a sad com m entary on the acts of 
those who lay claim to kinship to the two po­ 
litical failhs represented by Thomas Jefferson 
and A braham Lincoln. 


In our judgment both our political parties 
arc in need of a rededication to those principles 
and ideals on which they were founded. What 
is needed is a vision of leadership to give the 
m ass of our citizenry a common faith in tile in­ 
tegrity of our type of society and a hope for 
the future. 


It seem s like the so-called old-line politician 
is out of step with the times.

The freedom of informat i o n 
bill originally was drawn along 
the lines of a model law’ pro­ 
posed by Sigma Delta Chi. pro­ 
fessional journalism society. 
But it was amended by the 
legislature so that it does not 
apply to informal meetings or 
caucuses of governmental bod­ 
ies where no public business 
is actually transacted.

THE BILL requires that all 
meetings of governmental units 
at which business is transacted 
must be open to the public. It 
provides a fine of $100 or a 
3-day jail sentence or both for 
violations.

Property Tax Assessments 
Equalizations Approved 


The state legislature, in a 
3-part packaged program, has 
established machinery for the 
equalization of property tax as­ 
sessments within a county. 
Since 1946, the state has eq­ 
ualized between counties by is­ 
suing county multipliers. How­ 
ever, because townships assess 
at various ratios of so-called 
IOO per cent value, a single 
county multiplier does not cure 
internal inequities. 
* 
* 
* 
FOR INSTANCE, if the asses­ 
sor in township “ A ” assessed 
property 
at 
IO 
per 
cent of 
schale, value, the assessor in 
township 
“B” 
at 
lo 
per 
cent, and the assessor in town­ 
ship “C” at 20 per cent, a 
county multiplier of 4 applied 
to the assessments of the 3 
townships would not bring them 
up to the same level. 
* 
To correct such ills within 
a 
county. 
Sen. 
W. 
Russell 
Arrington of Evanston, and 
others, 
sponsored 
remedial 
legislation at the 70th gener­ 
al 
assembly. 


The first part of the pro­ 
gram makes it the m andatory 
duty of the county board of re­ 
view to equalize assessments 
at the township level im the 
same manner in which the state 
equalizes at the county level.

* 
TO PROTECT both taxpayer 
and taxing body, an amendment 
to the bill was passed to pro­ 
vide 
that 
assessments 
of 
a 
township may not go up or 
down by more than 25 per cent 
of the previous year’s equaliz­ 
ed valuation, additions and de­ 
pletions excluded. 
P art 2 of the Arrington pro- 
g r a rn 
w a s 
legislation 
t o 
strengthen the board of review. 
The 2 members appointed 
by the county judge must in 
the future have experience or 
training in real estate values 
and property tax administra­ 
tion. In addition, a full time 
clerk is provided for the board 
in counties over 25,000 popu­ 
lation to collect and analyze 
property transfers and pro­ 
perty appraisals. 


The 
hoard 
of review may 
meet 
earlier 
than 
the 
third 
Monday in June to direct the 
clerk 
and go over the d ata 
collected by him. This will in­ 
sure that the board will gain 
“background” 
before 
it 
per­ 
forms its equalizing duties. 
TH E TH IRD PART of the 
program extends the perm is­ 
sive Supervisor of A ssessm ent 
law to all counties over 150,- 
000 
population, 
except 
C ack 
and St. Clair. If this office is 
established, the state will pay 
half of the supervisor’s salary. 
Northwest suburban school 
o f f icials 
are 
particularly 
pleased at legislation provid­ 
ing for equalization of a ssess­ 
ments at the township level. 
The new program, with an 
effective date of January' 
I, 
1958, is a good example of 
home rule legislation. Assess­ 
ment is a local responsibility; 
by 
passing 
new 
laws 
and 
strengthening existing ones,the 
general assembly has provided 
a solution to a local problem. 
The solution should work.

What makes a picture? 
That 
Question again? It s been pretty 
well established by now t h a t 
light does the trick, 
and out - 
doors there’s usually plenty of it 
around. 
Indoors we generally don’t have 
enough. 
That’s 
wrhere 
f l a s h 
lamps come in. They’re sort of 
pint-sized, private packages 
o f 
light, shooting out enough to take 
one picture just about anywhere 
you’d like. 
# * rn 
THEY COME IN many sizes, 
depending on 
how 
much 
light 
they flash, how quickly they re­ 
lease it, and how long the flash 
lasts. When you use the kind 
your shutter is designed to syn­ 
chronize with, the shutter w i l l 
open just as the picture is re­ 
ceiving the greatest amount 
o f 
light the lamp can throw’. 
Never use any lamp size oth­ 
er than the one mentioned in 
your cam era manual. If there 
is no synchronization, the shut­ 
ter will open either before or 
after the lamp flashes 
a n d 
you won’t get a picture. 
Make sure, too, that the bat­ 
teries in your flash holder aren’t 
more than six months old or past 
their expiration date. If they flunk 
either 
of 
these 
tests, 
replace 
them with new photo-flash bat - 
teries: regular flashlight batter­ 
ies 
don’t have 
the 
necessary 
punch. 
* 
* 
♦ 
LAMPS OF’ ONE size 
always 
flash the same amount of light. 
How'ever, as the light travels far­ 
ther away from the lamp, it be­ 
gins to fade out pretty rapidly. 
A subject five feet from a lamp 
receives, for example,. 50 p e r 
cent more light than one s i x 
feet away. Since any exposure 
depends on 
how 
much l i g h t 
shines on the subject, flash ex­ 
posures are figured by the dis­ 
tance from the lamp to the main 
part of your picture. 
Your cam era manual prob • 
ably has a tattle of flash guide 
numbers. It may look like it 
was written in code—to put it 
to work first pick a shutter 
time. This usually depends, as 
it did outdoors, on whether the 
subject is moving and, if so, 
how' fast. 
If the subject is completely sta­ 
tionary. you may shoot at 1/25, 
since the comparatively s l o w 
shutter time allows the r o o m 
lights to assist by making 
the 
background a little lighter a n d 
more detailed. Next line up the 
shutter time with the kind 
n f 
lamp you are using. Presto—the 
guide number. 
Now merely divide this guide 
number by the distance from the 
flash lamp to the subject, and 
the result is the lens opening for 
the picture. 
For fast 
faultless 
flash arithmetic there are sev­ 
eral flash guide computers y o u 
can purchase from your l o c a l 
photo dealers. 
*

* 
STEER CAUTIOUSLY w h e n 
attempting flash pictures at dis­ 
tances greater than IO feet. 
Here the light from the flash 
becomes quite a bit weaker, and 
your picture will depend on the 
kind of film you use and upon the 
maximum opening of your cam­ 
era lens.

To get the most out of school, 
he needs to be physically ready 
for it. 
Make sure 
that 
he 
has 


a thorough physical and dental 
examination before school begins. 
This should be done by your fam ­

chances for exposure to com - 
municable diseases. This is not 
the school’s fault—it is because 
your child is becoming a part of 
a bigger world.
